This followed a habitual 
Saturday holiday of drinking by 
Voris, she told the jury, and was 
immediately preceded by a quarrel 
resulting when she took him home 
from the house of Mrs. Catherine 
Voris, his third wife, whose divorce 
14 months before had been fol- 
lowed by their marriage on the 
same day. She testified she was: 
beaten frequently and offered other 
witnesses in corroboration. 

The case had been sent jo Judge 
Cook’s court on a change of venue 
from Judge William F. Borders, 
who, in charging a grand jury 
which indicted Mrs. Voris, had or- 
dered it to take notice of the “cycle 
of husband and wife murders in 
East St. Louis,” partly attributing 
seven such killings in 14 months 
to the freeing of Mrs. Peggy Nash, 
who had killed her husband. 

Prosecutor’s Final Plea. 

“We must put an end to pistol di- 
vorces in Tast St. Louis,” Gustin 
emphasized in his address to the 
jury. “If you free her, you are 
serving notice that St. Clair County 
countenances them. The remedy 
for mistreatment of wives by hus- 
bands, or husband by wives, is to 
be found in divorce and not in 
murder. 

“It is not a question of whether 
Virgil Voris was a vicious man,” 
the prosecutor continued. “He was 
married to a hell cat and he had 
a right to slap her once in a while.”

JEFFERSON CITY, March 12.— 
Another delay of probably a week 
in the opening of hearings in the 
proposed investigation of the Mis-

Shockley said this delay 
might be shortened. 

Sub-Committee to Be Dissolved. 

A sub-committee of three which 
had been appointed to recommend 
policies and the order in which dif- 
ferent phases of the inquiry should 
be taken up, will be dissolved, 
Shockley said today, because Rep- 
resentative Francis Smith of St. 
Joseph, who initiated the original 
investigation move, declined to 
serve on the sub-committee. The 
other two members appointed to 
the sub-committee were E. J, Keat- 
ing of Kansas City and C. P. Junge 
of Benton County. 

Smith, in declining to serve, re- 
iterated his former objections to 
the investigation being made by the 
House Insurance Committee instead 
of a special committee as original- 
ly proposed. As a result, he said, 
he would take no part in the for- 
mulation of any policies to be fol- 
lowed by the committee in the in- 
vestigation. He is one of the 16 
members of the committee.

America and the Chrysler Corpora- 


tion were adjourned late today until 
Monday, and tte union. announced 
it would comply with a request by 
Gov, Frank Murphy that union rep- 
resentatives meet with him tonight 
in a Detroit hotel. 

Detrot plants of thet corporation 
have been closed since Monday by 
sit-down strikes, the shut-down af- 
fecting 55,000 workers. Court action 
on the company’s petition for an in- 
junction against the strikers and 
union leaders is set for tomorrow. 
Governor's Statement. 

Gov. Murphy said at Lansing this 
afternoon that he would call a 
meeting in Detroit of representa- 
tives of the public “who labor” and 
employers, and ask all parties to 
co-operate in preserving law and 
order, 

“The present situation,” he said, 
‘must be regarded as unforunate 
by all sides to this controversy and 
by every one else. Every patriotic 
person must see the necessity of 
preserving law and order and of 
avoiding. suspension of the institu- 
tions. of democratic government.” 

Denied access to their offices in 
the plant by the strikers, Chrysler 
executives set up bepeguarters in a 
downtown, building. 

It is estimated that 5000 atrikers 
are occuping the company’s plants. 

Officers of the Chrysler plant at 
Los Angeles, employing 1100 men, 
announced that it would be closed 
indefinitely because of a shortage 
of materials. The New Castle 
(Ind.) unit had closed earlier for 
the same reason. 

Homer Martin, president of the 
union, joined in the Chrysler con- 
ference yesterday and said the com- 
pany turned down the union’s offer 
to prove in an election that it rep- 
resents a majority of the employes. 

“Here is another astonishing ex- 
ample of the unyielding dictator- 


ship of industry,” said Martin. He 


added that corporation officers 
“can come into no court with clean 
hands as long as they refuse to obéy 
the law by which they now seek an 
injunction.” 

“All we are interested in now,” 
remarked B. E. Hutchinson, Chrys- 
ler finance chairman, “is the law 
on legal possession of other people’s 
property.” 

Lester L. Colbert, Chrysler attor- 
ney, said the union had submitted 
plans purporting to be agreements 
where other companies accorded it 
sole bargaining rights. He said none 
of the proposals was acceptable to 
the corporation. 

“We want it clearly understood,” 
the attorney asserted, “that when 
a final agreement is reached we are 
not willing to grant sole rights.” 

Richard T. Frankensteen, organi- 
national director of the UA WA. 
and a former Chrysler employe, said 


concerning the strike: We have to 


stay out eight or nine weeks every 
summer. We might as well do it 
now and go back under better co 
ditions. Formerly we went ba 
under the same conditions.” 
Other Strikes Continue. 

There were no signs of a resump- 
tion of conversations between the 
union and the Hudson Motor Car 
Co., whose plants also are held by 
sit-down strikers, leaving 10,000 
workers idle. The management re-

His 
idea, which would change the set 
up of the annual “congress” cham- 
pionship completely, calls primarily 
for an increase in the entry fee 
from $25 to $50 for each five-man 
team. 

“It is my opinion,” he said, “that 
with the increased entry fee and 
the prize money thus doubled, we 
would build up a tournament of 
upwards of 2000 teams—all in reg- 
ular competition. We would have 
an entry fee of approximately 
$300,000 and could make our annual 
tournaments more attractive to 
teams from coast to coast.

Holdouts, All Star Players 
EW YORK, March 12—The 
American League, traditionally the 
timid Tory of the baseball world, 
has 12 rebel holdouts to the Na- 
tional’s eight, an Associated Press 
survey revealed today. 

Every club in the majors except 
the New York Giants, Detroit Ti- 
gers and Washington Senators has 
at least one belligerent, and the 
wealthy. Boston Red Sox have more 
than anybody else with four. 

The two most serious holdouts 
are, of course, Jerome Herman 
Dean of the Cards, who is the loud- 
est, and Lou Gehrig of the New 
York Yankees, who is the quietest. 
Dean, the only Cardinal not signed, 
is financially farther away from 
signing than anybody else. He has 
demanded $50,000 and has been of- 
fered $22,500, plus a bonus. : 

One new revelation was made 
in the Yankee situation today. Own- 
er Jacob Ruppert said Pitcher Red 
Ruffing had lowered his demands 
from $30,000 to $18,000. He was 
offered $15,000. The only tardy 


Yankee is Gehrig. He is asking 1 


$50,000; has been offered $36,000. 

The four Red Sox holdouts are 
Eric McNair, who was given a 
slight increase over last year’s sal- 
ary; Roger Cramer, who was asked 
to take a slight cut, and Johnny 
Kroner and Jack Russell, both 
slashed badly. 

Cleveland in Tough Spot. 

The Cleveland Indians are the 
only other American League team 
with more than one holdout. They 
have three: Earl Averill, who 
thinks his 1936 batting record of 
378 entitles him to $17,500; Pitcher 
Johnny Allen and Catcher Billy 
Sullivan, 

Young Sullivan hit .351 in 93 
games last year, but his receiving 
was ninth among the 12 regular 
catchers in the league. This, rea- 
sons Boss Cy Slapnicka, scarcely 
entitles the lad to the 100 per cent 
increase he is said to be asking. 
Averill and the club are so far 
apart he has been told he can make 
a deal with any other club to trade 
himself. 

The St. Louis Browns, Philadel- 
phia Athletics, and Chicago White 
Sox each have a single headache. 
Beau Bell wants the Browns to 
pay him $15,000 and they have of- 
fered him exactly half that much. 
Merritt (Sugar) Cain has asked the 
White Sox for $8000, and they have 
countered with $6000. And Wally 
Moses of the Athletics wants $10,- 
000, which is $2000 more than Con- 
nie Mack says he'll pay. 

In the National, practically all 
the holdouts are stars. The Dodg- 
ers, with First Baseman Buddy 
Hassett out, seem to be having 
more trouble with less reason than 
anybody else. Brooklyn officials 
and player are only $500 apart. Has- 
sett wants $8000 and the Dodgers 
insist on $7500. This situation is 
expected to be cleared up soon,

Babe Herman and High Water.

Penal Commissioners, be 
changed to consist of two citizens 
appointed by the Governor and 
‘serving without pay and a full-time 
executive to be named by them.

FEY-STARHEMBERG OUEL OFF 


Challenger Says Court of Honor

Let Socialist Germany intro- 
guced a new word into the lan- 
of revolution, a word as de- 
scriptive of one revolutionary tech- 
pique as are other words, such as 
Soviet“ and “liquidation,” of an- 
er. The German word was 
rejeichschaltung.” : 
Gleichschaltung means: to direct 
hing into the same channel; 

to switch into line; to govern ac- 
cording to a common philosophy, in 
te direction of @ uniform policy. It 
was the formula whereby Hitler, 
vron coming into power, trans- 
fermed a manifold and democratic 
e into a totalitarian and au- 
woritative state. 
He did not abolish parliament, 
but, by a series of measures the- 
oretically possible inside the Con- 
stitution to which he swore allegi- 
ance, he turned it into a mere in- 
srument for validating his decrees. 
He did not liquidate the various as- 
sciations of employers; he merely 
prought them into line with policy 
as a condition of their continued 


existence. 

He hardly disturbed the civil serv- 
ce in Many branches of govern- 
ment. He merely changed its spir- 
it He did not destroy the church. 
He merely suggested a new inter- 
pretation of Christianity. 

He did destroy the trade unions— 
but not the principle of collective 
pergaining. And for that he set up 
new organizations of workers in the 
workers’ Front, under the direction 
end control of the Government. He 
did not abolish the courts—he mere- 
ly packed them, at the top, and 
pbid down the principles upon which 
they were to judge the law. 

In spite of a profound revolution 
which changed the entire structure 
and aim of German life, and which 
continues to affect the life of 
every individual German citizen, he 
hardly changed an existing institu- 
tion; he merely “switched them into 
Line.” 

i * „* * 

President Roosevelt proposes to 
nse exactly this technique in ree 
gard to the Supreme Court, and 
with exactly the same justification 
—“the will of the people.” 

Hitler, when he came into power 
with an overwhelming demonstra- 
tion of popular following, an- 
nounced that he had a mandate 
from the people to accomplish cer- 
tain ends. These could not be 
achieved, he argued, without au- 
thoritative leadership and unity. 
This unity could be brought about 
by the process of gleichschaltung. 
And actually, with a great show of 
legality, he did switch everybody 
into line except a few religious peo- 
ple, Catholic and Protestants, who 
insisted on obeying certain impera- 
tives which they believed were 
above the state. 


Now, I am not suggesting for an 
Instant that what President Roose- 
velt is trying to do is a sinister 
plot to establish a dictatorship on 
the German model. That, patently, 
would be nonsense, But I am try- 
ing to show that those who say 
that these proposals are essentially 
“conservative” are shooting far of 
the mark. 

Ifa President with a huge popu- 
lar following, the head of a party 
with an overwhelming majority in 
Congress, the unquestioned leader, 
therefore, of both the executive 
and administrative branches of 
government, wanted to establish a 
personal dictatorship, and do it 
“legally,” this would be exactly the 
way he would proceed. He would 
see to it that the one last govern- 
Mental body which he could not 
control was “brought into line.” 

When Sinclair Lewis wate “It 
Cant Happen Here,” describing the 
rise to power of the mythical Ber- 
tilius Windrip, the first ‘thing he 
had Windrip do was to send the 
Supreme Court home, But had Mr.

CHAMBER MUS GROUP

The last of three chamber music 

concerts devoted to the works of 
Beethoven was given last night in 
the Sheldon Memorial auditorium 
under auspices.of the St. Louis 
Ethical Society.

Although the music was played 
with spirit and intelligence much

could be realized. The C~ Minor 
quartet requires long study and 
thorough assimiliation on the part 
of players who would undertake its 
interpretation.

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Regent Says Place Will Be Of- 
fered to C. A. Dykstra, Cin- 
cinnati City Manager. 


By the Associated Press. 
MADISON, Wis., March 12. — The 


Executive Committee of the Univer- 


gity of Wisconsin Regents, it was 
learned yesterday, will offer the uni- 
versity presidency to Clarence A. 
Dykstra, Cincinnati city manager. 
Dean George Sellery has been act- 
ing president since Dr. Glenn Frank 
was ousted in January, following a 
fight within the Board of Regents 


over charges against him of admin- 
jatrative incompetence. A member 
of the committee said the group has 
selected Dykstra but that he has 
not yet been hired. 

Dykstra, at Cincinnati, said he 
had received no offer from the 
regents. The executive committee- 
man said his group would meet 
probably Saturday or Sunday at a 
city between here and Cincinnati 
to discuss terms with Dykstra. 
When the committee's choice is pre- 
sented to the Board of Regents as 
a whole at a meeting March 18 and 
19, he said, it is “practically certain” 
it will be approved. 

The committee was reported to 
have set $15,000 as the maximum 
galary to be paid the new president. 
Dykstra receives $25,000 a year at 
Cincinnati. Dr. Glenn Frank was 
paid $20,000 and expenses for the 
upkeep of the president's home 
when he took office in 1921, but 
the figure was cut to $15,000 by the 
time he was dismissed. 

Long recognized as an authority 
in the field of public administra- 
tion, Dykstra has served with sev- 
eral organizations and universities 
since his graduation from the Uni- 
versity of Iowa in 1903. 

He served as assistant in political 
science at the University of Chi- 
engo, instructor in history and gov- 
ernment at Ohio State University 
from 1907 to 1908, head of the De- 
partment of Political Science at the

Over West's two diamond bid 
North had a close decision as to 
whether to pass or bid two spades.

Rarely did these journalistic stories 
get at the heart of the matter and 
tell just how the procedure of skin 
grafting was executed, The tech- 
nique is so very simple that an 
unadorned description of it prob- 
ably would have robbed these news 
items of their sentimental appeal. 


Today such stories are rarely 
published, for the simple reason 
that we no longer rob Peter to pay 
Paul. Experience has taught us 
that only in the very exceptional 
instances will Paul’s skin adhere 
and grow on Peter. Human beings, 
we believe, are grouped biologically 
in relation to their skin just as 
they are in relation to their blood. 
We were not able to transfuse 
blood successfully until we learned 
the tragid lesson that the blood of 
one individual may kill another one 
if transfused into his blood stream 
without first determining whether 
or not the bloods matched or toler- 
ated each other. In other words, 
intolerance is not merely a matter 
of spirit but reaches deep down 
into the skin, bone, blood and vitals. 


The body of one human being 
usually will not tolerate the ‘skin 
of another person. In order to be 
sure that a skin graft will take, we 
therefore use the patient’s own 
skin, transplanting it from some 
normal part of his body to the site 
that needs it. If we do this in ac- 
cordance with the simple rules of 
good surgery, we can regularly 
count on the graft growing in its 
new place. It is not necessary to 
set down the various conditions 
that make skin grafting necessary; 
but it will not be without interest 
to know that there are skin grafts 
and skin grafts. If we desire to 
graft only a moderate sized area, 
we merely snip off tiny bits of 
skin with a curved scissors and lay 
them “buttered” side down on the 
region to be covered. When we 
have finished, the surface to be 
grafted is dotted with these tiny 
bits of skin that look so much like 
wheat seeds that we frequently call 
this process “seed grafting.” The 
little seed of skin epithelium grow 
and fuse until they cover the en- 
tire area requiring grafting. 

When a larger area has to be 
covered, we shave off tissue paper 
thin strips of skin about one inch 
wide and two to six inches long 
with a knife that Jooks like an old 
fashioned straight“ razor, and we 
lay the strips rawside down, until 
we have completely covered the 
area to be grafted. This type of 
graft is known as the split or 
Thiersch graft. 

Sometimes we have to cover in 
defects that require thick grafts, 
and in such cases we dissect out a 
piece of full thickness skin, cut to 
a pattern that just fits the defect, 
and anchor it in its new place with 
a few stitches, 

There are other modifications in 
technique and methods, but they all 
rest on the same principle, namely 
that a bit of skin shaved thin, or 
of full thickness may be trans- 
ferred from one part of a patient's 
body to another part, and if the 
operation be done properly, the skin 
heals in its new bed within a week. 
During the period of healing in, the 
site from which the graft was taken 
also heals under a simple sterile 
dressing. a
